We Independents ſeek only. a Reformation , noc an Altera-

the nearer to our perpetuall Ruine. Ir is fo in the Church ,-ic

2ution, and live in ſubjeRtion under that one whom God hath 
made our Superiour , and not any longer in vaſſalage under 
many, whom our ſelves have made. 

A ſecond or another fic Conſtitution of this Kingdome, is,

- Liberties we could dcfire : we have no Liberties now, nor ; 
hope of anty'; we had good Lawes before, whereby we knew "1 » 
finne; we haye many finnes now,” yet know no Law: To re- 
gaine our Lawes and Liberties, we would .come to our firſt 
Conſtitucion, and: haye two Houſes to acknowledge one King 
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adove them, and not ane King to acknowledge two Houſer 
above H'm. 

Ic may be you will fay , Tarpe eft Dofteri, cum (ulpa re-
